With the president’s message 
ready to go to congress today, Spain's 
grant of au armistice had brought about 
a new condition which compelled the 
president and bis advisers to meet and 
consider how far the situation was af 
feet oil by Spain's omoeswion 
As a re­ 
sult, the unusual, if not uprecedented, 
condition aro.o far two cabinet meet 
luge on Sunday, on*:* daring the day aud 
the other last night. 
The cabinet meet­ 
ings led to no change in the determina 
tion of the president to send his mess­ 
age to congress today. 
However, the 
new condition* presented by the grant 
of an armistice, made It necessary the 
message should deal with these oondi 
turn* in order that congress might be 
folly advised on the latest phases of the 
subject. 
Cabinet officers were extreme­ 
ly reticent over the changa in the 
message, although it seemed to be un­ 
derstood that the facts misting to the 
armistice woald at least be incorporated, 
even though the general policy of the 
message underwent no cbauge. 
During Senor Polo’* call at the state 
department be notified the authorities 
that word had come from Havana that 
General Bianco has been prompt in 
executiug the orders of the queen re­ 
gent, aud that the proclamation of 
armistice had been duly promulgated. 
After the cabiuet meeting last nigh! 
one member of the cabinet said that the 
Spanish note had not altered either the 
message or the situation, 
“ it is mere­ 
ly,” said he. “what Spain has been ask 
lug for all along—morn time. 
It does 
not touch the situation aud the presi­ 
dent’s message is left precisely as it was 
before, merely stating the fact of this 
last development. 
Another member of the cabinet said 
af tor the meeting: 
••Our night meeting was for the final 
tw ain s of the message. 
There is no 
change in the tone of the document 
Th* president will ask that he be given 
authority to use the army and the navy 
to bring about peace in the island of 
Cuba and to insure there a stable gov 
erumeut.” 
It is said some members of the cabi­ 
net recommend further delay simply to 
observe the practical effect of the armit 
lice, but they were outvoted by the 
majority who thought the president had 
waited long enough.

public opinion upon the attitude of 
Spain. 
The note also repeats the offer j 
of tho Spanish government to submit j 
the Maine question to experts desiguat-, 
ed by the maritime powers of the world. 
This document was the official notifi­ 
cation of the Spanish government to 
the United States of the granting of an 
armistice aud its essential terms. Minis- ( 
tor Woodford’s dispatch Saturday night 
had briefly stated the fact that an 
armistice had been agreed upon, but it 
was not communicated as coming from 
the Spanish government. 
Yesterday’s 
communication cleared up misappre­ 
hension on the most vital 
point of 
Spain’s concession, namely, that the 
armistice was without conditions. 
The 
note was received by the state depart­ 
ment after the first cabiuet meeting held 
yesterday, and was one of tbs main 
subjects of consideration at the seoond 
cabiuet meet mg held last night.

though the Spanish note was surround­ 
ed with the usual secrecy of official 
negotiations, the following summary of 
its contents was secured;

Her majesty * government has gran ted 
to the Island of Cuba In *ti tutti-us as Ub- 
ral a- those enjoyed by Canada, under 
the British flag. 
The Cuban chambers 
will meet on May 4. Id addition to this 
Cuba is represented in the parliament at 
Madrid. 
3 Public opinion in America appears to 
Ignore the fact that the loss of the Maine 
was Immediately followed by official and 
reiterated expressions of condolence from 
her majesty, the queeu. from her govern 
ment. from her charge d’affaires in M ash* 
ington and from the authorities in Ha­ 
vana. all of which tended to affirm the 
horror which this disaster had caused to 
arist* in > j Kin I sh hearts, as also the sympa­ 
thy felt for the United Stat* s government 
and nuvy and for the American nation. 
A As to th* cause of this lamentable 
disaster, it resolves itself into a question 
of facts which can only be settled by ma­ 
terial proofs, and Si*aiu is ready to sub­ 
mit the question to experts designated by 
the maritime powers, whose conclusion* 
are in advance accepted. 
Seuor Polo delivered the document in 
person to the stat** department and, 
asale from the interest in the communi­ 
cation itself, the call had added interest 
as au evidence of a renewal of diplo­ 
matic negotiations, this being his first 
call at the department in IO days.

Quroad* Fut»L*l»«* * Statem ent to Prove 
ll* Honiflile Existence. 
Washington, April ll. —Senor Goa- 
zalo de Quesada, the diplomatic repre­ 
sentative of the Cubau insurgents has 
issued a signed statement to show that 
the insurgents have a regularly organ­ 
ized civil government whose independ­ 
ence can be recognized: 
“ It is circulated by the enemies of the 
cause of the independence of Cuba, that 
they have no government ar civil or** 
ganization to recognize, 
it is admitted 
by all that there is a Cubau army, 
which has forced Spain to confess her 
inability to re-establish her control of 
the island; the trium phs aud hardships 
of the Cubau soldiers are w ritten up 
ever? day, but the more admirable ex­ 
ample of the virtue aud capacity of the 
people of Cuba, the creation and work­ 
ing of a civil organization is lost sight 
of. 
And yet there is no writer who 
has visited the islaud, English or Amer­ 
ican, who has not told tile world of the 
government of the republic of Cuba. 
Mr. Quesada then declares that in 
September 1895, “representatives from 
each of the provinces of Santiago, Puer 
to Preucipe, Santa Clara, and the West 
em part of the islaud, comprising the 
provinces of Matanzas aud Havana, 
making JO in all, were elected to the 
constituent assembly, which was to es­ 
tablish a civil government, republican 
in form. 
“ The constituent assembly, composed 
of doctors, lawyers and distinguished 
C utins, met at Jimaguayn, in the prov­ 
ince of Puerto Principe, on September 
13 1895. 
It 
was duly organized, 
it 
solemnly declared the independence of 
Cuba and its separation from the Span­ 
ish monarchy, and confirmed the exist­ 
ence of the republic of Cuba among the 
political divisions of the world. 
The 
constitution, based on democratic aud 
republican principles, was to be in force 
two years, unless the freedom of Cuba 
was obtained previous the expiration of 
that time.” 
Mr. Quesada further says that on 
Sept. 18, 1895, the constituent assem­ 
bly elected a president, vice-president, 
secretaries of the war, treasurer, foreign 
relation aud interior aud elected Thom­ 
as Estrada Palma as delegate plenipoten 
tiary and general agent abroad.

allel with the indent at i jus of the coast. 
The opening of Woo Sating will possi­ 
bly in a slight degree a I feet Shanghai, 
which, in a few months will be con­ 
nected by railway with Woo Sang. 
Numerous instil noes ar<> reported of a 
growing Chinese distrust of Russia. 
This feeling is shown by the recent 
t gally unprecedented action of the stu­ 
dents now in Pekiu for their examina­ 
tions for admission to their final degrees. 
All are men of weight and standing. 
They have memorialized tho throne 
urging vigorous action against Russian 
aggression aud seating that all the Chi­ 
nese are convinced of the enmity of Rus­ 
sia, while they recognize the friendli­ 
ness ut England. 
Tnoagh this action 
is not likely to have a special effect, it 
is considered by old residents of China 
as a most striking testimony to t ie 
awakening of the Chm* se mind to the 
deceptiveness of Ru.-sia’s promises of 
• friendship.

Jt is admitted

the island; the triumphs and hardship* 
of the Cuban soldiers are written up 
everv day, but Hie more admirable ex­ 
ample of the virtue aud capacity of the 
people of Cuba, the creation and work­ 
ing of a civil organization is lost sight 
of.
